OTTAWA, Nov. 1—(BUP)—The 
CCF urged the government yester- 
day to allow trade unionists to de. 


| duet union dues from their taxable 


income. 

Stanley Knowles (CCF-Winnipes 
North Centre) urged that all tax 
payers who had to pay fees to an 
association in order to earn a liv- 
ing, such as doctors, lawvers, teach- 
ers and trade unionists be allowed 
to deduct those fees before com- 
puting their income tax 

He pointed out that at present 
only those doctors and lawyern who 
earned a living by their fees had 


| that privilege. Those who worked 


for a salary or wages were discrimi- 
nated against, he charged. 

In May 1948, the exchequer court 
ruled that trade unionists were al- 
lowed to deduct their union ducs 
under terms of the act, but a few 
days later the act was amended to 
its present form, he sald. 

“It seems strange to trade wnien-
